Governor Blease to Release 
Many Criminals 


HE HAS PARDONED 882 
SINCE JANUARY, 1911 


Included in Present List Are 28 
Murderers and 26 Convicted 
of Manslaughter 


Spartanburg, South Carolina, Nov. 
25.—{—One hundred prisoners will re 
acive their freedom as a thankseiving 
from Governor TDiease, it is announe 
ed. They will be released in time to 
eat dinner at their home on Thursday 
The papers have all been signed. 

Included in the list are twenty- 
eight men convicted of murder and 
serving life terms in the penitentiary. 
Twenty-six others are serving = sen- 
tences for manslaughter. 

There are seven burglars, three as- 
saiiants of women, one highway rob- 
ber, one bigamist and wre house 
breaker, in the number, Gamblers, 
petty thieves and confidence men are 
also represented. 

The recipients of the governor's cle- 
mency come trom thirty-five coun- 
ties. Richmond County, in which the 
State capital is situated, heads the 
list, with 10 conviecs to be released. 
Spartanburg and Greenville Counties 
are tied for second place, with eight 
each, 

This makes SSt cases in which 
Governor Blease nas extended execu 
tive clemency since he assumed office 
in January, 1911—-nearly one a day 
He has been growing more and more 
liberal lately. 

On his first thanksgiving in office 
he released 90 convicts, and on his 
firet Christmas he gave 30 prisoners 
their freedom. Last Thanksgiving, 
he turned 33 prisoners loose and i 
Christmas 79.
